Applicant argued that Takai's outdoor machines are not connected to the converter unit via a parallel arrangement, Examiner found 
no language in the independent claims that required this. 

Applicant argued that Takai fails to disclose a central control system, a central controller including an Internet data storage device 
that stores data for accessing an Internet network and IP address data. Examiner relies upon PC 100, which is described as including a 
database, storage and programs and can act as a client or server. One of ordinary skill in the art of computers, networks, internet 
browsers etc. would consider a PC to inherently contain a storage device and the storage device would contain data relating to not only 
network access but would also save IP address data 

Applicant makes the same argument for Meyer. The workstation 33 inherently stores data, the website run on the workstation has 
programs which are used to access the network 50, the website is shown to include stored HTML files 53 which contain identification of 
the website, which would include the IP address data 

Regarding the Masui et al reference, arguments are persuasive. 

Regarding the rejection under 103 of claim 4, arguments to Meyer not persuasive, combination remains valid
